LOSS OF LIFE NOT KNOWN 


Impossible at Present to Determine 


the Exact Number of People W ho 


Perished in the Fires That Swept 


Through the 
Woods 
of 
Northern 


Minnesota. 


Baudette, Minn., Oct. It .— It is now 
three days s'nce tire devastated the 
strip of timbered country fifty miles j 
wide between W arroad and Stratton,! 
but as yet only a handful of home­ 
steaders and settlers have come out j 
to the truck;-. 
In view of the fact that four entire 
fam ilies have been found dead within 
a few miles of the place and that they 
were only discovered in a haphazard 
way, 
the situation is doubly 
more 
alarming. 
There is no doubt that, the j 
entire district wats swept clean, and 
it seems strange that the inhabitants, 
if alive, have not as yet sought refuge. I 
Four teams are working south along ! 
the trails, a dozen axmen cutting a 1 
road through the fallen timbers, and ; 
the county sheriff has Bent out a party J 
ct experienced woodsmen on foot, with I 
instructions to penetrate as far south 
as they eau and report the conditions, | 
both as to loss of life and condition , 
of the fire. 
E v e ry settler who has yet come in 
tells of the narrow escape of himself 
and fam ily, which adds to the appre­ 
hension that is felt by every one. 
Chris Thompson, who, with his wife, 
lay in the W in ter R iver road for three 
hours, while the fire passed ovei their 
heads, s a y s that he distinctly heard 
several people shouting excitedly, the 
voices seeming to come from every di­ 
rection. 
This, he said, unnerved him 
more than did the fire. 
Perhaps the most tragic story of 
death that has yet been brought here 
was related by S 
Larson, who lias a 
claim fourteen miles south of the Baa 
dette river. 
He saved his life by ly­ 
ing in the water half the night. 
It was 
Larson who first discovered the bodi< s 
af Edward Houlien, his wife and seven 
children. 
They lived quite close to 
his house, and he saw the bodies from 
the trail. 
The sight was shocking. 


Entire Fam ily Perished. 


In the center of 
a plot of 
open 
ground before what had been their 
home the entire fam ily was huddled 
together, 
their 
clothing 
partially 
burned off, the hair burned and the 
bodies charred aud blackened, except 
where they had been protected from 
the furnace heat of the fire. 
The fam­ 
ily consisted of a boy about one year 
old, the oldest boy, about seventeen, 
and four little girls, Agnes, Evelyn, 
Ju d ith and Hildegarde. 
Every sign 
pointed to the fact that the fam ily 
first took refuge in a small * orth root- 
house and ii is thought that, becom­ 
ing 
suffocated 
with 
the heat, they 
rushed out to the center of the open 
space. 
The father had his arms about 
three of the girls when they found 
him and the position of the fam ily 
indicates they were enveloped in a 
sheet of flame. 
They were about 200 


w u n rew exceptions a l l 
w h o were 
saved and have come here, protected 
themselves by keeping under water or 
by staying in a well. 
There are only 
four 
streams 
running 
through 
the 
burned district and only a small per­ 
centage of the people lived near them. 
In the country to the south of here, 
where it is supposed many persons 
perished, the roads are all covered 
with a tangle of fallen timbers, which 
w ill have to be cut through before 
teams can proceed. 
The bodies of fourteen people, who 
comprise only two families, have been 
brought to Baudetto, and the state­ 
ment of a man who walked twenty 
miles from Rapid river that he count­ 
ed nineteen bodies along the road, is 
taken as significant that very few set­ 
tlers have come from the burned dis­ 
trict where hundreds are known to 
live, and it is certain they are dead or 
in great distress, for it is impossible 
tnat. their frame houses are left stand­ 
ing.

Grand Forks, N. I)., Oct. l l . — No de­ 
cision by the North Dakota supreme 
court in recent years has had such a 
peculiar effect upon the political situa-1 
tlon of the state as has the decision J 
by which the 30 p e r cent clause of the I 
prim ary election law is declared un-1 
constitutional. 
The decision has had 
the e f f e c t of placing a full Democratic | 
ticket in the field, whereas there had 
previously only been two candidates 
in addition to the railroad commis- j 
shiners and the candidates for gov­ 
ernor and lieutenant governor. 
In addition to the candidates on the 
state ticket the decision has also had 
the effect of placing on the ballot the 
rim e s of

candidates for 
various county and legislative offices 
over the state.

Another 
Conservation 


Meeting. 


Seattle, Oct. l l . — Governor M. E. 
Hay of Washington, who has been 
itching to say something to his East­ 
ern conservation friends ever since in 
returned from the meeting in St. Paul, 
has sent to the governors of the Pa­ 
cific coast and mountain states letters 
asking their views on the advisability 
of holding another conservation meet­ 
ing. 
No date or meeting place has been 
suggested. 
The letter follows: 
"M r. Dear Governor— I desire to call 
your attention to the treatment accord­ 
ed the representatives appointed by 
the governors of the Pacific coast and 
the Rocky Mountain states to the so 
called conservation congress by the 
officers and those in charge of that 
congress. 
"I deem it of sufficient importance to 
urge 
upon 
you 
the 
advisability 
of 
arousing 
the 
people 
of 
the 
states 
where over 98 per cent of th** national 
resources are located, to the fact that 
there is a clique in this nation com­ 
posed of men who are trying to usurp 
the prerogatives of the people of th# 
Western states and divert the reve­ 
nues from the natural resources from 
the state treasuries to the federal 
treasuries. 
“ I should be pleased to hear from 
you concerning these matters and giv­ 
en your ideas as to what action, if any, 
should be taken. 
If you believe a 
meeting representative of the W est 
should be called to discuss this ques­ 
tion, when and where? 
How should 
the delegates be chosen and how large 
a representation would you suggest?” 


Starkville, Colo., Oct. ll . — As dark 
ness settled over the enfram e of the 
Starkville mine, the hope that Ii id 
buoyed up the watchers at the pit 
mouth throughout the day, that some 
of the fifty or more men entombed 
there would he found alive, grew faint 
and gloom settled again over the silent 
crowd. 
The experts at the head of the res­ 
cue party were confident that s o u k ; of 
the men walled in by Saturday night’s 
explosion were alive. 
They believed 
that the portable fan forcing pure air 
into the workings would keep the men 
in the extreme southern portion of 
the mine alive until they could be 
reached, but as the day rescue party 
stumbled slowly out of the slope one 
glance at their faces told the watchers 
that hope was almost vain. 
After a day of hard work in the face 
of constant peril, the rescue party 
penetrated the mine workings nearly 
12,000 feet, or within 900 fe*-t of the 
mon imprisoned nearest the main en­ 
trance. 
Instead of finding the mine 
clear of debris and after-damp at this 
point, the workings were found to be 
badly wrecked, and poisonous gases 
were encountered. 
The leaders would 
not consent to the rescuers going fur­ 
ther until sufficient fresh air had been 
fanned into the mine to insure safety. 
It was decided to retreat to the open, 
leaving the portable fan going until 
the interior of the mine was freed of 
deadly after damp.

Sunday In London has hitherto been 
unlike Sunday anywhere else—even in 
England—by reason of the total ab­ 
sence of mail delivery.
